Ai the las) annual report, 686 patients remained under treat- 
menl ; during the year .";:;:. oew patients were admitted, making 
a total <>isi 2 i inmates treated ; white, 5491 ; colored, 2930. The 
daily average of patients during the year was 670, 

The number of inmates is L073 in excess of the previous 
year. The Increase in the number of admissions is due largeh 

i'>n pidemie pre\ alence of La Grippe, and I tie multifarious ills 

which it entails. 

Since the establishmenl of the Children's Department, in 1884 
then- has been a gradual increase In the uumber of admissiona 
There were 219 children under 10 years of age admitted during 
the year. Main of these little patients suffer of surgical dise 
and deformities, which necessitate the use of orthopedic appar 
atus. and we respectfully recommend an increased expenditure in 
this departmenl in the purchase of special appliances, rolling 
chairs, etc, indispensable in the proper care of crippled and de- 
formed children. 

Of the 8421 inmates treated, H-"i7:i were discharged; cured 
3163, or 48 per cent; Improved 2194, or 33 per cent.: uninv 
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proved 1216, or about lii per cent. There were 1135 deaths, a 
mortality of 13 per cent. 

The Dumber of visiting patients treated in the wards of the Hos- 
pital, from January 1, to April 1, was 3648. The nmnber of consul- 
tations in the Outdoor Department, since it was opened on the tst 
of April, was 11,026. Hie organization of the Outdoor Clinics as a 
separate department, and their inauguration on the 12th of April, 
under the auspices of liis Excellency, Governor Francos T. 
Nicholls, was a verj Important event of the year. These clinics 
an now thoroughly "i^mi/ni. nireriug facilities in the various 
clinical divisions for the treatmeat * « I" :i 1 1 diseases, medical, surgi- 
cal and special, occurring in men, women and children, while 
ami colored. The medical service in this department has been 
unproved bj the election of tin- corps of externes, who supple- 
ment the work of the internes without any official friction. We 
beg to recommend the adoption of a rule restricting the election 
of externes, as well as internes, to those students who have at 
tended one lull course i>r lectures, and whei have passed satii 
torily a competitive examination. The externes, in our (nag 
ment, should be elected foroneyear, with the privilege of retir- 
Lng At the expiration of sis months; and at the dose <>( their 
term, if deemed worthy, they should receive a certificate of their 

tee. 

The Ajnbnlance Corps have done good work and sustained the 
reputation of this department by their Zealand efficiency. The 
calls answered during the year numbered 1484. MCanj calls are 
needless, and this evil must still exist unless the telephone com- 
pany urge upon their patrons the necessity of restricting the use 
of their instruments for summoning an ambulance onlj i<i such 
persons as are perfectlj responsible. 

The separation of the Outdoor Department from the Indoor 
and all the conveniences and advantages incident therein, have 
prepared the waj for various changes and improvements in the 
household management^ and. fortunately, the very munificent

'l fiat iron bedsteads, specially designed and eonstructed fox 
the purpose, shall take the place <>!' the wooden bedsteads now in 

use. 

That :is man} metal framed, glass topped tables as beds, shall 
be purchased for use in the wards. 

Thai every ward of tin- Hospital shall l>e furnished with an 
as* ptie case for holding medicines and surgical dressings. 

Thiit rubber matting shall Im> substituted throughout the 
buildings for all materia] made of cotton or wool. 

That all utensils used in the wards for domestic or medical 
purposes BhaU be made of china, glass or enameled metal, to the 
exclusion of all wares of inferior quality. 

It was clearly i In- intention of the benefactor that the work- 
ing facilities of the Hospital should be improved ti» the extent of 
his donation of 120,000, and, in oar judgment, the suggestions 
above indicate a verj useful way in which a part, at least, of this 
donation may be applied. 

The organization of the Charity Hospital Training School, 
now in charge of your special committee, intended to carry ouU 
the system ol nursing contemplated by Sister Agnes, is a matter 
of very great importance, and this movement should be fostered] 
in everj possible way. As soon as the means of the hospital will 
permit, a home for the nurses should \»' erected mi these premises. • 

tu the interna] medical management several changes have 
occurred which deserve mention. The inadequacy of accommo- 
dation for colored patients forced us to give another ward to the 
medical diseases of colored men. The number of colored patie 
admitted during the year was JIS in excess <>f the previous year. 
Ail the colored wards are crowded. A movement has been iuitj. 
ated by the colored people of thi ded l>y their friends her* 

and elsewhere, looking to the establishment of a hospital in New 
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Orleans for the colored race. A hospiial for i lie colored people 
of this State, commensurate in importance with their educations] 
institutions, would be a charity of incalculable benefit to them. 

The closure of the pay ward of Hie Hospital baa removed a 
class of privileged pal tents, who were a source of much vexation, 
arising from their complaints and demands, which usually quite 
exceeded (he small amount paid into the treasury. The internal 
management of the house has been greatly simplified by creating 
the impression in the minds of all patients thai they have equal 
rights and enjoy equal advantages in a public charity. 

Tin- medieal facilities of the Hospital would be greatly im- 
proved if means could be provided for the following purposes, 
which we beg leave to suggest : 

The establishment of accident wards for the reception of the 
moribund and patients admitted at night. Theroomnom in use 
is inadequate for the purpose. 

Wards for the separate treatment of malodorous diseases, 
such as gangrenous wounds, fetid abscess, extensive burns and 

scalds, etc. 

Rooms separate from the .Main Building for die fcemporarj 
care ui' put icnt.s wildly delirious and maniacal. 

Wards in a separate building for Hie special care of contagious 
and infectious diseases. 

The construction of a new Amphitheatre, or surgical operai 
i * • i_c room, of modern pattern and equipment, in accordance with 
all the requirements of the advanced surgery of the day. The 
benefactors of the eastern cities have given liberally in the eon 
structdon of such operating rooms in connection with some of the 
must renowned of their hospitals. The models of such surgical 
rooms are found to. day in connection with the Massachusetts 
Genera] Hospital, of Boston, and the Presbyterian and Roosevelt 
Hospitals, u t'New York. As means have already been proi 
for the accomplishment of so many works of improvement, n 
in our earls annual reports, we have an abiding faith that sunn- 
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day all, or oearlj all, of these improvements herein suggested 
will Ih- effected. 

The work of the year has been saddened by the death of 
Sisu-r Philomena, who devoted many years of her long and useful 
life l«» the Ben ice of the Hospital : also bj Mir death <>r Mr. fl. v. 
Thigpen, whose record as :i resident studeul was excelleni and 
whose character withonl reproach; ami again by the death of 
Mr. John Johnson, the chemisl for twenty years, who died sud- 
denly on the 1st ni December. 

Oar grateful acknowledgments air due to the residenl ami 
visiting staff for the part thej have borne in the work of the 

year; and especially \<< the kssistanl Boose 8urg( Dr. J. D. 

Bloom, whose meritorious services we desire t mmend. 

Ii\ their unflagging faithfulness, at all times, in the discharge 
of every duty connected with the care of the sit-k. the Sisters of 
t'hariiy deserve our sinceresl gratitude. 

Herewith are presented, with our approval, all tin- annual 
reports of the special branches of the Medical Department. 

In conclusion, we beg to report favorably on the gen 
condition of the Hospital. The improvements already inaugu- 
rated under yum- administration, and those now contemplated, 
will surely redound very greatly to the benefit of the Hospital and 

tin- thousands who annually reeeh e its charity.
